But let us coole a little in this heat ,on both fides, and then 
to it againe, with ſomewhat more moderation.

Job. 24. 17. The Scripture ſpeaketh oft of authority, and 
condemneth Rebellion as a grievous finne : but what autho- 
rity, or rebellion is(ro my beſt remembranc-)it definerh not. 
We: ſimple and well meaning men, conceive that thelaws:of 
every ſtate and thoſe who are authorized by theſe lawes, for 
ticir interpreters ih doubtfull cates , are rather to be adviſed 
wich, about the nature of that authority which is lawfull & 
lawfully ſetled in every State 6r Kingdom reſpectively , and 
{o about the nature of Rebellion, then with Divines;efpeci- 
ally thoſe of the chayre. The Scriptures command that ju- 
ſtice b2 done on all hands.and that no mans right be deteined 
trom him : but whether this houſe or inheritance.that hap- 
pily 15 1n, queſtion berween ſeverall prerenders, be the right of 
the one, or of the other , 1tdetermineth not at all * but lea- 
veth this to be adjudged by the Lawes,or vice-Lawes (I mean 
the cuſtomes of the State) wherein the queſtion falleth. In 
like manner, what the Authority or lawtull poiver (for theſe 
I judge to be much the ſame) of the King of England is, 'and 
to what the lawfull power ot an Engliſh Parliament 1s, is hot 
to be found by ſearching the Scri ptures. though never ſo nar- 
rowly: the Engliſh Lawes arc the Oracles that muft be con- 
tulted with for the knowledge and determination of thele.

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And ſo likewiſe it rs for matter of Rebellion. And in caſe 
there ariteth any queſtion betweeene partie and partic ccn- 
cerning either,which the firit letter of the Law(as I may call 
it) is not able to determine or reconcile; then the tecond let- 
ter of the Law, #. the perſons nominated or authorized by the 
Law.orat leaſt by tuch a cuſtome as 15 authorized by the Law 
for her mtefpretation in ſuch caſes,is todetermine it./In. caſe 
there be a ſubordniation of {itch perſons, and the re{olution 
of the inferiour be not yet ſatisfaftory, recourte muſt be had 
to the {lupreame in whole award there lies a neceslity upon 
both ſides and parties to acquieice and reſt, there being no 
posfiblucy of any farther appeale, but unto God himielfe. 
And what the reſolution. of the Supreme Judicatorie ap> 
pointed or countenanced by the Law, in tuch cafes of difte- 
rence or queſtion ſhall be.is to be look'd upon & judged as the 
reſolution of the law it telt,yea of ebe known law of che Kingdom. 
It this chain will hold(and I believed that all the force and 
ſtrength of all the Fpiſcopall learning in the land will not be 
able to breake the weakeſt linke of it) then look toyour ſelfe, 
leaſt you and your fellow Cavaliers, be in due time drawn by 
it to the Kings Bench barre you 1 peak ot, to be there arraigned ar d 
condermnedto % puniſhed according to your aeſerts ; Which(l feare) 
would be found another manngg of puniſhment , then, what 
cither the Anti-Cavalier, or Pamphleter you fpeake of have 
deſerved.

The newesthat came the night before ofthe reduftion of Malmeſ» 
bury, wasconfirmed alſo in mot of the pareiculars before related: fave 
that whereas it is affirmed, that there were taken 4 or 500 Priſoners, 
on further information it was found, that beſides Colonell Frayle, a 
Scor,who was Icft Governour of the Towne,and his Leivetenant Colo» 
nell,& certaine of the better ſort,there were not many Priſoners taken: 
the ſoldiers,beginning to runaway affoone as they heard that any of His 
Majeſties Forces were come into Cyrenceſter; all the reſt following af- 
ecr with great feare and haſt, afſoone asthe Kings Troopes came in 
fight; By mcanes whereof the towne was taken without refiſtance, to= 
gether with the armes and booty before remembred. 

This day His Majeſty cauſed an Order (which had beense ſigned and 
printed the day before) robe poſted on the Court gates, andall the 
ports and paſſages into the Cite of Oxford, prohibiting all ſuch as were 
troubled with the diſcaſe called the Kings evil, ro repaire unto the 
Court for the curethereof, at the Feaſt of £aſfter now approaching, or 
at any other time hereaſter till Michaelmes next; and commands 
ing alſo all his Soldiers and Officers of the Garri/en here,that they take 
ſpectall care to reſtraine all people from comming to this place, of 
whereſoever His Court ſhould be,upon that occaſion, till the time be- 
fore limited, as they tender His diſpleaſure, and will anſwer the con« 
trary. An Order made and publiſhed upon excellent reaſon, &very much 
eonducing to the health and benefie of this place, and to the ſafety of 
His Majeſty and the rwo young Princes; conſidering the infinite multi- 
tudes of people ( many of which are very poore and indigent perſons) 
which uſually reſort unto the Courr, at the Feaſt of Eofter,under that 
Pretence. 

The morning of this day had beene taken up with the report of an 
Alarm given by the Rebels of eAlerbury and Henly, on His Majelties 
quarters,about Cmddeſdon,Whately, Iſlip,8 other places not farre from 
Oxford: the Rebels thinking it concerned the to do ſomewhat in Prince 


Ruperts abſence ( who was gone for Cyrenceſter) to recompence,at

that weeke. But it proved onely a 8ravedo, and adarke 
one too. For aſſoone as the day began to open, they retired firther 
off, being affraid to ſee themſelves ſo neare the danger of a beating, and

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before night were got ſo farre towards their own Lerter;;that when 
Leivetenant Generall Wi/mor went out the next day with his own Res» 
giment of Horſe toſcoure the Country, there were none of them to be 
met with, | 


MnxDAY. AHarch 29. 


This day His Majeſty began the 19" ycare of His Reigne. And for 
eo crowne the day of His Coronation, it was advertiſed trom Colonel 
Henderſon, Governour of Newarke,and ſundry Gentlemen of Lincolne- 
Sire, and Nottinghamſhire, that they had taken by aſſault the Towne of 
Grautham: which having formerly received ſome of the Earle of 
Newcaftles Forces with joy and muſicke , was after ſeized on by the 
Rebels of thoſe parts, well manned and fortified, and made a Garrs/on, 
not for the defence, but the annoyance of the Kings good Subjeds. 
The n-ighbourhood whercof, when it begahrto be to. burthenſome to 
the adjoyning Gentry, and other people of both Counties, that they 
could nzither mannage their eſtates with ſafety, nor live intheir owne 
houſes with ſecurity;by the advice and with the aid of Colonell Hez- 
derſon, they drew up the ſmall force they had, or-could bring together, 
and on the 23 of March (being Thurſday laſt ) inthe morning early, 
under the condudet of the faid Colonel Henderſon, and Colonel Cavern. 
«:f, gave an afſault upon the Towne in three ſeverall places, and inthe 
ſpace of halfe an houre became maſters of it, with the lofſe of two men - 
cnely on the Kings ſide, and but one of the Rebels; the new Lord 
Viſcount Cambdev, who commanded a Troope of horſe, leading the 
firſt Troope that entred the Towne. The Garriſon at that time conſli- 
Ked of five Companies of foot ; one Troope of horſe, and a Troope of 
Dragoones; whereof 360 were taken Priſoners ( a great part ofthe 
which were preſently diſmiſſed-in fafery ) rogether with all the Offi» 
cers and Captaines; three Colours of toot, one Coronet of horſe, and 
a Dragoon-Coronet: whereas the conquering Army conſiſted onely of 
I 50 Foote, 120 Dragoones,and three Troopes of Horſe. Beſides the - 
Priſoners,there were taken three Cart-loads of Armes and Ammuniti- 
on, Which were thence carried unto Newarke, or otherwiſe diſpoſed 
cf for His Majeſtiesſervice; the workes and fortifications at Granthens 
being inſtantly demoliſhed, that it might not be a further neſt ro the 
Rebels of thoſe parts, nor ſeparate the Kings Forces in defence there» , 
of : and of theſe priſoners, the men of chickeſt note were Capraine 
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Xing,and Captainc Savill,two of the greateſt Incendiariesof the Coun 
ty of Linco/n. Whuch excellent piece of ſervice being thus perfor. 
med, His Majcſty was further certified ch&eot by two fcverall Jerters, 
the one from Col. FZender{(on alone, the other ſubſcribed by the handy 
of the Principall pcrions of both Counties, being Actors init; both 
dated March 24. 

It was advertiſcd this day a!ſo that the affaires of the two houſcs of 
 Parliam-nt arc in no better cltate in Torzeſre, then in that of Lixcaly, 
!etters being {vecrally writ from the Lord Fairfax and Sir John Hotham 
to the houſe of Commons, complaining much tor want of money,but 
more for being {o long neglected ,atter to many intimations of their ſes 
- verall wants. In which as they agreed in on-,to ſome particulars there 

were which each propoſed for hiunſelfe: Hotham intorming them that 
he was not onely deſtitute of money, but u»provided alſo of Ordinance 
and Ammunition, the Magazire there being exhaulted wnthis warre 
and utterly conſumed inthe ſervice ofthe two Houles; and that he had 
great nccd of a ſupply at thispreſenctime, not oucly in regard that the 
Earle of Newcaſtle was become {o1ll a neighbour to him, bur becauſe 
there was an expeRation of the Daniſh flcete. And as for the Lord 
Fairefax he informed them, that amongſt other miſchances which 
had befalne for want of money, one of the greateſt was,that ofthe 600 
Dragooners, which were f+.4 from Lincoluſhire,there was nor one lcft 
inall his Army, being all run away for want of pay, and having plune 
dered all the Country, as well friends as encinies, under that pretence; 
Adding withail, that having done his duty upon all occaſions, if any 
croſſe accident ſhould befail them afterwards, asno doubt there mighr, 
the blame thereof muſt notbe laid upon his ſhoulders. As for the Da® 
21 fleete whereof Hotham writes, and which they fay is ready to 
put out to ſea, whar uſe {oever be made of it by ſome faRious perſons, 
forthe fomenting of thole fearcs and jealoufies which themſelves have 
raiſed: itis well knowneby wiſc and underſtanding men,to be no 0s 
ther then the ordinary Sale-fleete which that Princc conltantly fcts 
forth atthe beginning of the Spring. 

Next for the #eft,it was advertiſed this day alſo,that the Committee 
for the rwo Houſes of Parliament have laboured what they can to 
hinder the Pacification propoſed in the foure Weſterne Counties , and 
rodifſolve the Treaty. In which they have ſo tarre prevailed,'as not 
onely to exclude the Commſſioners out of Exeter, which was the place 
dceligned tor the generall mecting, as before was fignitied ; bur that in 
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Exeter they hold a Conneell of Warre, and have appointed three new 
reoiments to be raiſed, the better ro terrifie and awe them, Bur it is- 
ertified withal!, that the Commiſſioners goe on effeQually in the inten» 
ded Pacification , that ſeeing they were like to be over-awed, if they 
aicd neare Exeter, they had adjourned themſelves to Srone-hoyſe, or 
fount- Edgecombe, places of fafe abode in Cornwall; and to that end ,. 
had added ten dayes more to the former Truce. As alſo, that the Gen- 
try and others of hoth ſides in Dor/er/ire ſtand firmeto the Agreement 
made amoneſt themſelves, for all they were a little ſcattered upon als 
ters comming z and that both they and thoſe of Somerſet are very for- 
ward in the buſineſle of e-/ ſoctartion with the other Comnries, and did 
accordingly embrace the ſummons, and mer the reſt of the Commiſſios 
ers arthe place appointed. 

Burt howſoever the acceilion of ſo much good tidings ſeemed to. 
adde joy and honour to the day at the Court in Oxford ; it was by ſome 
thought fit not to be celebrated with the wonted rights,in the Citie of 
London. For whereas uſually the Ordinance upon and abour the Tower 
uſe to be diſcharged, as part of the triamphs of the day, it was diſputed * 
inthe Houſe of Commons, March 24. being Friday laſt, whether that 
ancient cuitome ſhould be kept or not ; and at thelaſt, under pretence 
that it would waſt them 30 barrels of Powder, ( which by their leave 
15 none of theirs, but part of His Majeſties owne ſtore, if He have any 
thing He may call His owne; )it was reſolved upon the queſtion, that the 
Ordinance ſhould nor be diſcharged that day as had beene accuſtomed, 
But finding when they ſent their Vortex to the upper Houſe to be there 
confirmed , that there it. had beene otherwiſe reſolved on the like de- 
bate; with much adoe, and no ſmall diſcontentment to be fore italled,. 
they conſented toit : ſoloth rhey were to be remembred that they had 
a King. % ) 

Finally, it was advertiſed this day alſo,that the Lords and Commons 
taking into conſideration the difference that was growne betwixt their 
Engliſhand Scottiſh Officers ;and fearing that it might amount to a N«- 
tionall quarrell , which could not chooſe but be a great hinderance to 
their aff:jres, had cauſed an Order to be publiſhed, charging and requi- 
ring all perſons of each Nation,to continue in mutual love and friendſhip, 
and to forbeare all provocations which might diſturbe the peace and quiet 
which the two Houſes did ſo much deſire to preſerve ; threatrang wathall, 
ro puniſh thoſe ſeverely who offend herein, ( how will the Scors approve 
of this incroachment thinke you?) 48 Incendiaries and troublers of the 
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prace of the two Kingdomes, But notwithſtanding all this care; rhe 
ſ{torme was growne too high to be calmed ſo quickly, molt of the Score 
beginning to deſert the ſervice ; and thereby giving ſuch offence to 
both the Houſes, that when Hurrey gave up his Commiſſion, they did 
not onely refuſe to accept thereof, but threatned to proceed againſt 
him by CAartiall Law. | 


Tuts DAY. March 28. 


This day was taken up in ſcanning and examining the reports which 
came from Glourefter , rouching a blow ſaid ro be given by Water to 
the Lord Herberrs Forces, nearethat Citie : which being firſt noiſed to 
be a totall overthrow of that little Army, and after corfidently afhr- 
med to be nothing ſo, bur rather that they had the better, and repulſed 
the Enemy, ended at laſt in this Relation : That the Lo!d4 H&bert had 
intrenched his Forces at a place called Hineham , on the further (ide of 
Glouceſter, beyond the S-verne, expeRing Forces to come downe from 
the hither fide, and {9 block it up. That Waker perceiving the coope- 
ration of the Kings other Forces with thoſe at Hineham, would be a 
great danger to the Towne, pafied over the Severne ſectetly at a place 
called Newnham,about Friday, and fell upon the back of the Lord Here 
berts Quarters, who then waset the Court; but met with ſuch reſi- 
ſtance there,that he loſt 400 ot his men, and ſo gave over for that time: 

Finding rhe next day that the Kings Forces were willing to admit a 
Parley, he hearkned to it, and entertained a Treaty wich them, having 
loſt ſo many of his men'in the former onfalls. But while they were 
upon debate of the conditions, and almolt come to a concluſion ; ſome 
of his men perceiving one of the out-workes to be but meanly manned, 
(moſt of the Souldiers being withdrawne, in confidence of ſome faire 
end by the preſent Parley} gave on pon the ſame, and wonne it; and 
from thence ſer upon the reſt : that the Horſe, both Troopers and Dra% 
goons, ſceing how little hope there was of fafery if they ſhould abide 
it, went fairely off, and ſaved themfelves for better times ; leaving a. 
bout 300 of their Foot behinde them , who were had Prifoners into 
Gloncefter ; beſides zoe or thereabouts, which were killed in the de- 
fence of the workes. This is the ſumme of the intelligence, as neare 
as poſſibly I conld colle& it ; and this T have the rather ſignified in all 
theſe particulars, the better to prevent thoſe miſ-reports, which they 
whouſe to looke upon the petir loſſes of His Majeltic thorow A£u/ti- 

plying- glaſſes, may chance to make of ite Ee But 
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Bat to give ſatisfaRion for this ill newes , ( for ill newevir wasy; 
though not ſo bad as ſome have have made it ) there came newes as- 
ood , which wasa punQuall and exa& relation of the good ſuccefſe 
bef:llen the Earle of Darby in Lancaſdire, Of whom it 18 affirmed by 
an expreſſe from thence , that apon Munday, March 13. he marched 
out of Wigan with 600 Foot and 400 Horſe, and quartered on Tueſday 
night at Kirkron , where the Country people to the number of zo00 
being wearied with the inſolence and tyrannie of the Rebels , came 
with great chearfulneſſe unto him : That upon that day he came with- 
in foure miles of Lancaſter , intending to rake from the Rebels thoſe 
Peeces of Ordinance, which they before had ſeized on from a Spaniſh 
Ship; and the next day was met by Sir Joh» Girlingron and Colonell 
Tildeſley, with 600 men, whereof 300 were Musketeirs, and fo went 
to Lancaſter, That upon Saturday, e March 18, they ſummoned the 
Towne, being well fortified and manned with 600 Musketeirs, under 
the command of Lieutenant Colonell Holcroft , Sergeant Major Spare 
row, and Sergeant Major Heywood ; which being refuſed, after two 
houres hot ſervice, they forced the Towne, and drave the Rebels into 
the Caſtle : that ſome of their Officers and many common Souldiers 
were-killed ar the Caſtle gate, (the number whereof is ancertaine) 
the Maior and diverſe of the Towneſmen , ſuch as were moſt ſeditious, 
being taken Priſoners ; that laying ſiege unto the Caltle, the Earle of 
+ 1d was advertiſed by his Eſpials, Munday eMHarch 19. that Sir 
» Seton with » Foo\Musketeirs and fome Troopes of Horſe were 
come from Preſton , having drawne together to make up that body, 
the moſt part of the Forces which they had inallthe Townes and pla- 
ces of importance in the whole County : That the Earle taking no» 
tice of this opportunity, drawing his Army into Fataliia, faced the Ene- 
my ; and in the meane time whilelt they _— to be charged, ſent a 
conſiderable party towards Preſton, being thus left deſtitute, and ſer fire 
on Lencafter, that it might be no recepracle to the beaten Rebels x That 
inthe taking of Preſton, (the newes of which you had in the former 
weeke)there was killed in the place 80 of the Rebels, whereof Cap- 
taine e{ſ9worth and Captaine Wl: Shuttleworth were the chiefe z and 
about 3 or 400 Priſoners taken, of which Caprtaine Sra»diſs was one, 
together with one braſſe Peece of Ordinance : That after the faid 
Towne was tzken, his Lordſhip bad eſpeciall care to preſerve the 
lace, and onely gave command that the Houſes of thoſe who 
betrayed the Towne before ,. ſhould be reſponfall to His Majeftie 
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{or their Maſters Treaſon ; whoſe goods his Lordſhip ordered to be 
ſcized, and cqually divided amongſt the Souldzers, That the next mor. 
ning being Merch 24. the whole Country came in with apparant joy, 
and many ſignall teſtimonies of their good affeRions to His Majeſtie, 
flinging up their Hats, and Chouting out , God vleſſe the King , and the 
Earle of Darby. And finally to make up the ſumme, it was advertiſed 
alſo in the ſame Expreſſe , that the ſame day Sergeant Major Brewyer, 
who commanded his Lordſhips Regiment of Horſe,did with a Troope 
of his defeat two Troopes of Dragooners, being 140 in the torall, uns 
der the command of Captaine Norrs, taking the Captaine himfelfe 
Priſoner, together with. 4o of his Souldiers, and having killed no lefle 
then 50 in the very place, So as now the Earle hath abundance of Ame 
munition , the want whereof did hinder his Lordſhips good procees 
dings againſt the Rebels. | 

It was advertiſed by Letters brought this day from Londow , what 
Joy there was for the great Vicory which Gel! and &rereron had obtais 
ned againt the Earle of Norrhampton and his Forces, m the fight neare 
Stafford ; wherezs indeed they were molt miſerably defeated , though 
with the loſe of thar brave Lord, as you may reade more at large in a 
printed Relation of the ſaid Battaile, And on this very day (as if it had 
beene done by ſome preadvertiſement to check the. infolency) there 
Came out in print a Proclamation from Ris Mazeſtie , (dated the ag of 
this pretent Aarch) containing a generall pardon tor all the Inhabie 
tants of the Counties of Staford and Darby, excepting onely Sir fohn 
Gell, and Sir #illiam Brereton , againlt whom His Majeſtie declared, 
that he would proceed according to the Rules of Law,as againſt Tray 
tors and ſtirrers of ſedition againlt His Majeltte ; with other clauſes 
uſuall in Proclamations of this kinde, which haze beene touched upag 
before, 


WEDNESDAY. March 29. 


This day it was advertiſed from London, that the noyſe of ſo many 


of their Souldiers going over with Horſe and Armes unto His Majeſtic, 


(as you were told of the laſt weeke) doth very much diſanimate and 
affli& rhe party there, and addeth much unto the fearer and jealonfier, 
which hicherto hath cauſcleſly diſturbed them. Inſomuch , that they 
are fallen upon a reſolution, not to imploy any more Gentlemen in the 
AQcion; nor to mealure mens abilities by their skill in Warrc, but their 
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zeale 2nd intereſt inthe cauſe, And being that they finde the charges 
of the Warre to be ſo exceſſive,and the money whichis aſlefſed to pay 
their Souldiers comming in ſo ſlowly,they are upon a way of charg! 

Nh every Houſe-keeper in the Cirte to maintaine one of his Apprentiſes 
h with Armes, ready on all occaſions to defend the Citie,or to go forth 
p againſt the enemie;theſe to be trained twice a weeke, many Comman- 
7 ders being choſen, and others nominated for that purpoſe, By meanes 
. whereof they hope to have an Army of 10000 men, maintained arid 
, armed without their charge : though poſlibly thoſe hopes may faile 
, them in advancing of their power by land, as well as their defignes 
, have failed them in being Maſters of the Sea, 

l For it is certified by Letters ſent from Londen alſo, that the Sea-men 


and Mariners doe daily increaſe in their diſafieQions to the two Hou» 
ſes of Parliament, and their proceedings, and have now very lately 
brought in by force Captaine Barrin, Vice- Admirall to the Earle of 
Warwick , with other Ships of the Fleet, into Chatham, which is the 
uſuall tation of His Majeſties Navy : and that they did refuſe to be re- 
vitualled,or ſet out-any more to Sea; partly, becauſe they had beene 
kept ſo long withour their pay , but principally for feare of loofing 
| their places , offices, and penſions, according as was threatned in the 
Proclamation, which before was ſpoke of. And it was certified with- 
all, that notwithſtanding the Earle of Warwick, had gone downe unto 
them, and dined aboard the Yices Admiral, promiſed them to procure 
their pay,and increaſe their wages, and whatſoever elſe might endeare 
them to him ; yet all would not doe 1 he being ſo farre unable to pre- 
vaile upon that multitude to undertake the next yeares ſervice, that he 
yet wants 200 men for bis owne'Ship. And though the great Fleet 
Which they talked of be fallen to fix faile onely, and no more; which: 
with the three Merchants which they keepe at Newcaſtle , will make 

® but a poore Navy to cffeR their ends : yet theſe are more then they 
can cither provide men for, or furniſh with proviſion, and all other ne- 

ceſſaries, E-- 

It is further certified by Letters of this day , that upon theſe and 0- 

thers of their feares and jealouſies , ſome of the principallſticklers m 
this ſedition, are preparing to be gone to ſome other Country , where 
they may be' ſecure from the feare of puniſhment : and in particular, 
that Sergeant Major Skippon hath already ſent away his wife and chul- 


dren;&that foure of the moſt fatious Miniſters (whereot Downing is af- 
Bb rmed 
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Grmed to be one) are making ready for New-£ngland. As alfo, tha 
for feare thoſe fortifications which they have beene ſo long providing, 
co their infinite charge, ſhould not be ſerviceable enough to preſerve 
their Citie, eſpecially from being ſer on fire , 1f the Kings Army ſhould 
approach z Mainwaring and Fulke yand others of the fide are taking 
order to ſlight them, and lay them flat ; and in the (teads thereof, ro 
raiſe new workes at //lington, and _ of a further diſtance. And 
that the berter ro defend themſelves from rhe danger of fire, by caſting 
in Grenadoes, which they greatly teare, they have made many water. 
engines to be ſet up in ſeverall places of the Cirie, ro caſt water on the 
Game, and quench it; and proviied many leather buckets for that pur. 
poſe alſo. And yet when all isdone, they have an enenie within, 
whom they can never keepe off by their owe-workes, nor quench heats 
thereof by any of their weter-engines ; which is the flames and terrours 
of a guilty conſcience , againſt which there is no prevalling by theſe 
outward meancs, | | 

Newesalfo came this day, that Sir FW:iiam Waller having by his per- 
fEdiouſnefle and treachery beaten up the Lord Herberrs Quarters, as be- 
fore was ſaid, had marched to Tewkerbury, which he rooke & pillaged; 
His Majeſties Forces there (which were but few) withdrawing theme 
felves from thence by a-timely providence, affoone as they heard of hi 
approach : Bur that he preſently retired to G/owcefter, not daring to 
adventure further into the Country , for feare of Prince Afawrice and 
his Troopes, who was come to Cyrencefter, and joyned with thoſe 0» 
ther forces which were before ſent thither under the Lord Grends/on, 
It ts certificd alſo, that the 1Y/elch-men hearing of the perfidious dealing 
of Faler cowards their Country-men, have drawne themſelves into a 
body, reſolving that he ſhall finde no paſſage thorow their Countries; 
or if he doe; that he ſhall purchaſe it at a very deare rate, 


Trunk$sDbarYr AMarch. 30. 


It was advertized from Zondenthat upon —_— March 21. a mo- 
tion had beene made inthe Houſe of (ommonzsfor reviſing and exami- 
ning-the Accowpre,and bow the money was diſpoſed of which had bin 
brought in by gifts, loanes,and levies,&c.it being evident that there had 
deene no lefle raiſed by ſeverall meanes then 3 millions of money ; and 
yet that it was ſignificd and complained of by the Earle of Eſſex, = 
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he had not received $00000l in all, of ſovaſt a ſumme. To give 
content in which particular,a Committee was appointed for thar buſi- 
neſs; bur being ſome of the leading members are concerned therein, 
there hath beene nothing done in it hitherto. . And it was certified 
withall, that they were ſo farre from giving an Accompt of what they 
had received already,that they were ſtudying by what arts to increafe 
the reckoning : and to that end, had ſent the Earle of CHancheſter to 
Lords, Sy and Wharton, and other of the confiding Lords and Come 
mons,ſome to Guild- ball, fome tothe Haberdaſters Hall Saturday laſt, 
' to h:arten and per{wade the Citizens unto more ſupplies;which if they 
ſneedily advanced and ſent forthwith unto his Excefexcy (who preſ- 
{cd hardly for it by his letters) he would then approve himſelte a man 
and do mighty things, They met at ſixe of theclocke in the afternoone, 
and held them to it till nine at nighr , and thence went preſently for. 
all it was folate, to give up an accompr of their proceedings totheCloſe 
Committee, who very greedily expected it. Bur it is ſaid, they edified 
butlitele by their long orations, the greaterand better part of the City 
being bent again(t it, though the Common-(ounſel, who are all made 
out of that faRion did ſtand mainly fort : all ſorts of people preten«» 

=_ and pleading diſability, to undergoe the burden of thoſe heavie 
| ures. 

" is advertiſed alſo that M* Pym taking ſome former notice of this 
averſeneſſe inthe people to ſubmit themſelves to theſe unreaſonable 
raxes,informed the houſe on Friday (the day before) that the Commir- 
zee ar Haberdaſhers hall, having ſounded the generall inclination of the 
City, found how they had beene much miſtaken inthe opinion of the 
Peoples readineſſe tro comply withthem in the payment of thole ſeve- 
rall ſummes, which under ſeverall ſtiles were impoſed upon them, 
and moſt eſpecially inthe payment of the monethly Afeiſment ( _

ving beene exhauſted by ſo many levies: affirming poſitively withall, 
that if they did continue the payment of thoſe Souldiers and other 
workemen, that [aboured inthe raifing of their fortifications, which 
came to 8000! the monerh, it was as much as they could doe.. 

It was advertiſed further by letters bearing date March 26. thir 
Maſter Walter Long, by order from one or both the Houſes of Parlia. 
ment, had plundered all the horſes in Eſex,and was now doing the like 
in Norfolke and Suffolke: and that upon complaint in the Lower Houſe, 
that he had plundered as well freinds as enemies, it was excuſed by 
Maſter Pym, ſaying, that ir was donne for the great and neceſſary ſervice 
of the Commoen-wealth, And it is certified withall,that belides theſe vie 
ſible preparations to continue the warre, ( what noyſe ſoever they de» 
fire'to have made of peace)they have cauſed all the Colonels, Captaines; 
and other Officers in the Citie of Zondos to take an Oath on Thurſtay 
laſt, to defend the Parliament and the Priviledges thereof. 2,to be obe» 
dicat to the commands of the (ommittee for the CHiitia of the City; 
and 3, to goce on.inany aQion,not onely fordefence ofthe City and li- 
berties thereof, but unto all ſuch other places as they ſhall be command- 
ed. Unto which oath, all the Captaines which were preſent, exce 
Wilſon and Hacket readily ſubſcribed ; many of the Lievetenants abſe- 

* Jutelyrefuſed; and of the (/onels, divers did purpoſely abſent them- 
ſelves upon fained pretences. It is conceived that all the trayned bands 
of the City ſhall rake the ſame oathalſo, with all ſpeed that may be; 
that ſo whenſocver tho treaty endeth( which may be whenſoever 
they ſee occafion ) by theſe and other Arts before expreſſed, they may 
be ſure of men enough to purſue the. warre,® and doe it with as litle 
Charge as can be poſlible. |

It was ſignified by letters bearing date from London, March 26. that 
atthe laſt the Lords have yeilded unto the propoſition of the Houſe 
of (ommons, and paſſed an Ordinance for inabling the Earle of Eſſex

obrhoſe loyall Citizens of Brzſoll, which according to their duty and 
allegiance endrayonred co reſtore that City into His Mazeſties poſſeli- 
ons A power fo abſolutely deftruftive of the Peririon of Right, infilied 
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on ſo eagerly in a former Parliamentz that as we faw before many faire 
examples, to ſhew that'we had ſcene the fatall and the finall end borh 
of the Liberty and Property of the Snbjet,under this new government; - 
{o here behold an end of thei dives alſo, which may and ſhall be taken 
from them withour forme of law, as often as their angry and offended + 
Rulers ſhall pleaſe tocall for them.. And that no clauſe of that Perirs« 
9» might ſcemeamore favoured then the other, on a complaint from Sir 
John Hotham, that he could not long keepe his ſoldiers together for 
want of money, it was ordered that his ſoldiers ſhould be billerred upon 
the inhabitants of Hull, Beverly, and the parts adjoyning; exprefiely 
contrary unto the very wordsof the ſaid Petition, 
. It was advertiſed alſo that Colonell Ruthen, a Scotti/hman, who: 
had ſo long commanied in the tewne of P/immonth, either fore ſecing 
that the deſired pacsfic-rion berweene the Corni/s and Devonſhire men 
woutd ſort unto an happy end, or having ſutficiently enriched himſclfe 
with the ſpoyles of beck, was come to Loxdon, and had brought with 
him in money and money-worth toa great value. And yet for all this 
maſſe of treaſure ſo quickly gotten, that his wife pur a cheat on her 
oſt in Exeter,where the had lodged for a conſtderable time, ſhifting. 
away without either payment or farewell; under pretence of going a» 
broad to take the aire. - 

By Letters out of Torkeſhire it was advertiſed , that upon Munday 
come ſeavennight at night Sir Hzgh Cho/meley in a diſguiſe had Kifled 
the Queenes Majeltics hand,” and the next day delivered Scarborowgh 
into the hands of Lieverenant Generall Xng; and after joyned his For- 
ces with the Earle of Newcaſtle, as before 1s ſaid: that Maſter Xirby 
Knight of the Shire for Lance/>ire,came the ſame day unto the Queene 
(who is now ſafe at Torke) from the Earle of Darby, to acquaint her, 
Majeſty with the good eltate of his affaires, and to deſire ſome further 
ſupply of Armes,. wherein hee was like tobe well ſatisfied ; that rhe 
Lord Molinexnx (as the ſaid Kirby didrelate Jhad raken Bo/ron,atowne 
of ſpeciall note in the County of Lancaſter v and finally that Pomfret 
had beene blocked upby the Rebels for above a fortnight, burthat upon 
the lofſe of fix of ther Captaines and many commanders of quality, be= 
fides common ſoldiers\they are growne fo weary of the work, that: 
they begin already to leave che enterprize. . 

From Loudon it is further certifred , thatthe newes of Sir Hugh 
Cholmley ; returning to the King with his met» and armes, _—_— 
SS oy reporte 
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reported thereto be 400 foot and 8o horſe) doth wonderfully difany, 
and affcight them all : theratherTa regard they know nor now whom 
they may relie on, nor how farre the example may-extend it ſelfe. And 
the newes came the more unlackily, becauſe it was affirmed there a 
bour the ſame time, that ſo many of their ſouldiers ſlipt away trom 
their quarters daily,that the Lord Rochford had not above 20011 all his 
Regiment, And to increaſe their feares they will heate ere long, in caſe 
the newes thereof be notthere alreedy,that Sergeant Major ole went 
out of Northampton with 89 hor(e,and about rhe middle of this weeke 
came into Benbary, where he delivercd up himſcite,and all his compa- 
ny to be diſpoſed of by His Mijeſt;z, which was the concluding newes 
efthis preſent day.

the inhabirants are leſſe terrified;out keepe themiclves within the com- 
paſſe of the Ciry, where they finde menof farre more tameneſſe, and 
ſuch as are refolyed to yeild eventheir very throates rather then ſtand 
againit an Ordinaxce. And its allo certified that amongſt other cf their 
mſtcuments, they imployed one Chambers; who being laied up in the 
Kings Bench upona debt of 1o000l, was freed by the authority of the 
London Committee,to performe this ſervice; which he did exerciſe for 
a while with great extremity,till Sir /obs Lenthall (the Marſhall of the 

Kings Bench ) was ſo bold as to clap him up againe. | 
Ir is taid that the Cloſe Commuctee, notwithſtanding all their fine 
fhcwcs of giving up their power, do (ill hold ut faſt : and thatthey

Sir eFrthur eAſion being Celircus to ſolemnize the Anniverſary of 
His Majeſties Coronation, by ſhooting off ſome Ordinance, as the cu- 
tome is ; which that he might ce b« it for the Kings Eonour, he went 
to T wiford (a Towne kept by the Rebels) and beſtowed his ſhot ſo dif- 
creetly amor:g them , that the Rebels did all quit their hold, ſeme of 
them being lent tnto another world. k 

Two French. men who were taken this weeke among ſome other 
few Priſoners nearc Cyrerceſter , were reproved by Prince Rupert for 
comming into England to joyne with the Rebels, they begged his 
Hizhnefle pardon, protelting that they were made beleeve they ſhould 
fight for the Kirg and Parliament ; and ore of them promiſed, if he 
might have his liberty, to doe better ſervice, which being granted, he 
retuxyed backe to the Rebels quarters , aud came againe to the Prince 
with fourtcene mote of his Cuuntry-men.

I will ſprinkle cleane water upon:the m and rhey ſhall be 
cleane :againe the blood of ſprinkling, and oor Conſci- 
ence ſprinkled, Is chere roching in theſe and che like but 
onely ſo as to be borrowed tram the Law, and chatisall 
I ijuppoſe R.B. is deceived ac the leaſt. | 

But now to that other particular of waſhing in the 
blood of Chrift, which I ſaid was alſo ioft by thus infor- 
cing dipping; He an(wereth that I am much miſtaken: 
Why how appearech ic? in the iudgemenr of the ſpirit 
he ſaith dipping is waſhing; ſo I ſay in like manner is 
ſprinkling alfo as before Ezek 36.Bur if dipping be wah- 
irg,hen waſhing may be dippiag:-in a ſpiricual lence ſure 
Itis; where is R. B.chen: But though dipping be a way 
of waſhing, yer ali dipping is not waſhing, novo inten- 
ded, arhing may' be dipped in water for other ends: 43 
for inſtance, a Smub dippeth his hot iron in water, and 
Inrenderh no waſhing, he ſaith to waſhing by the way of 
dippicg much warer is required : Indeed tora!l dipping 
mutt have ſome quantiric, bur lee then 1ordin, or £m00 
aver 
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rivers may ſuffice to dip a perſon over head and eares : he 
faith here ic doth follow, that as dipping the whole man, 
&c, it doth lively repreſent our buriall &c. ſo doing ir in 
much water, muſt import a full reſemblance of our waſh- 
jog in the blood of Chriſt, Zech.13.1, To which 1 ſay, 
ſure our Lord did nor thinke ſo of the quanritie of either 
water, or waſhing, as R. B. doth, Peter was indeed ſome 
way of his minde,it appeareth; oar Lord rooke a Baſen : 
and he told Perer that wonld needs be waſhed all over as 
they will be by dipping, that he that is waſhed,needs nor 


bac ro be waſhedin one part &c. R. B. here ſure-forgor ©. 13. 


himſelfe, the manner in the caſe of ſprinkling though 
much inforced, he would have to import norhing, onely 
the matter; bur in the caſe of dipping, he will bave the 
mancr as eſſentiall as the matcer. And the quantitie of the 
element he will have as ſignincanr as the matter, to wir, 
water it ſelfe : Bnt chough he be parrtiall, ic being hiv 
owne cauſe it muſt be borne: ſo he concludeth chis par-= 
ticular faying, they doe not loſe by dipping, the hold- 
ing forth their waſhing in the blood of Chrzft,and againe, 
he muſt farher a falſehood on me abour ſprinkling, ere he 
leave it: R, B. proceedeth, and raketh furthernotice of 
what I write, and ſerting down a part only,*har doth not 
hold forth my meaning: bur rhe contrary hee aaſwer- 
eth thereunto as pleaſech him; I ſaid all doe, or may 
know, thata thing dipped is no: cherefore waſhed, nei- 
ther is waſhing alwayes intendedin'the dipping of a thing 
in water, there is a waſhiip-by dipping 1 ſaid: '&. B. an» 
ſwereth. that mach lefſe is that which is ſprinkled, chere- 
fore waſhed; I argued to inforce waſhing as the maine 
thing,and dipping bntan accidentin the way of waſhing, 
a3 is ſprinkling io Tike maner,for as there 'may be dipping 
without waſhing; ſo there may be'ſprinkling alſo; bur he 


mindeth further what I ſaid, that a thing dipped is nor

Surcly R. B. will acknowledge that waſhing is cheprin- 
cipall rhing in bapciſme, and that there are divers wayes 
or manners of waſhing., And that art the moſt dipping is 
but a way of waſhing; I ſay no more, bur chat to ments 
an adwirable thing, that any ſhould lay ſ;ch waighton 
that way of waſhing, as that all ocher wayes (bonld be 
nullitics in their account ; eſpecially, that waſhing the 
maine and principall rhing-in the ordinance, ſhoutdnot 
be baptiſme, or the ordinance of Chriſt, when thar ſo fol- 
ly holdeth forth oar waſhing in the blood of Chriſt; that 
b.eſied fountaine, and cleanſing thereby, : ,:,

They have cauſed 
the Holy dayes to be more-preciſcly obſerved then 
the Saboth, forbidding all work therirr upon great pe- 
nalties, T hey pray over the dead. They make women 
after childbirth to appear in the church with whire 
conſecrated garments, and then they are purified; and 
many more fuch like things according to the papiſts 
infticution,are very preciſely enjoyned by order trom 
the Bishops. | 

N. You move my heart,ſothat I amat the Higheſt 
pirch, to hear ſuch things of the:goverment of Bi- 
Shops, I have alwayes thought England to be the moſt 
reformed land in the world,becauſe I have ſeen ſo ma- 
ny excellent bookes that were penned in England a- 
oainſt all ſuch popish inſtitutions & tor the advancing 
of the doctrine of ſalvation and rhe purity of worship; 
and therefore | can not enough wonder , that ſo many 
unclean things Should bear fuch ſway there. 

E. It makes you wonder , and it hath made us many 
times exceeding ſorrowfull, and to fear (unlefſe God 
ſpeedily prevent it) that we should shortly ſee all our 
land papiſts, which we may perceive by their generall 
bent thatway;for in the univerſities they began open» 
ly to defend;that we muſt pray for the dead, yea it was

Queen; therefore he hath forbidden to pray for her 
any more , that God would convert her , and open her 
eyesas being a Fapiſt. They have publikely taught, 
that men may be faved by their good workes, and that 
with the approbation of theArch biſhop,as from hence 
may appeare , when he peruſed the Lithurgie of the 
Scots in the place concerning good workes , it ſtood 
thatthey were not ca/2 reonandithe callſe of our ſalya- 
tion, but via regai the waye to falyation , which he cau- 
ſed to be put out, and willed them to exhort the people 
to good works ſimply, withour ſuch diftinQions, where 
hence we might eaſily perceive what he bare in his 
buckler,as he hath alſoapproved the foreſaid bookes, 
and by all meanes countenanced the pen men therol, 
Fromall which it cleerly appeareth , that they were 
right Papiſts both in faith and doctrine, 

N. This cuts deepe , and is ſomething more than 
Czremonies : by ſuch ſtalking we often ſee that the 
catt leaps quite our of the ſack, and that they were al- 
rogether Papifts, and wouldhave made the whole land 
papiſts. They muſt without doubt have had great cor - 
reſpondence with the papish Clergie that have fo in» 
feed them, 

E, You havercadright, forit hath bin long obſer- 
ved, muttered, and inthe end come to light by acer- 
raine leſuit Tho: Abernen a Scotrish tle - man, 
who being byGod wonder fully conyerted, hath difco- 
vered how that there was great correſpondence held 
betweene the Arch bishop and the leſuits in England 
and Scotland, yea betwixt him and the Pope , writeing 
letters ro and againe to each other on this ſubjeR ,

N, You have made me ſuffitiently vnder ſtand and 
believe , that themoſt Bishops and their adherents 
intended ro makeEngland papitts, bur that would have 
colt hot water, forthe commonaltie of England (as 1 
have heard)are exceeding zealous in Gods ſervice;and 
well inſtructed in Religion , and thertore they could 
not by that meanes have gotten the maſterie. 

E, 'T is verie true,that in England(byGods mercy) 
therehave beene , and aremany Godly, honeſt, well 
diſpoſed preachers and members , who would have 
ſtoo-! for the truth unto bloud: but theſe Bishops have 
had divelish pradctizes by little. and little to fallifie the 
doQtrine,and root out "rpc agen by they doubted 
not, but that they ſhould have attained their purpoſe. 

N, Ipray lett me once heare , what they were. 

E. They have haddivers, beſides their bringing in 
ofthe outward forme of papiſtrie in all places, that ſo 
all might be acquainred with it, as I have tolde you be- 
fore. They have alſo ſtrip't all the aſſemblies of their 
faithfulleſt preachers, which they have degraded, im-

content with the ordinarie ſubſcription to the olde 
Czremonies , but have ſolong burthened themwith:

unto : then have they entered their. action , and 


juitled chem our, not here and there one , butifie and 


fixtie, yea ſome hondreds in a ſhort time, without mer- 
Cie,or hope cf reſtauratis not withſtanding the earneſt 
ſolicitation of their aſſemblies, the requeſts theyputup 
the guifts they preſented,as being famous, learned prea- 


chers , that had great audience, were beloved of their 


congregation , and had wrought great edification in

Ss reaſon have: we to thank God , - that we dwell i 
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ſuch a freeland, where no man is compelled ortroubled 
for his conſcience! we know of no ſuch perſecution, 
thanks beto God,and God keep us fromit ; for our na- 
tion 5hould never endure it, but ſtand up, andquickly 
hunt ſuch inſtruments our of doors, as they did that 
troop of Shavelings that dealt ſo with the inhabirants 
in tae beginning of the Reformation. Ir was lately 
ſeen in the Hague how the inhabitants could ill endure 
that any mans$hould be overburthened,cach drew it to 
himſelt,and then appeared firſt the lovelineſſe of iber- 
ty, and the fidelity of the Netherlanders to each other, 
that alwaies take compaſſion onthe opprefled, and 
venture their goods and bloods therfore. 

E. Itis a commcndable thing to relieve the opprel- 
ſed, and reſiſt the opprefſors, ſoit be orderlie perform- 
ed; Butalaſs? what could we do!the Bishops weretoo 
mightie, and our nation is alſo exceeding {lavish under 
thoſe that are mightier than they ; there was great 
murmuring at it,the will was good,to refit ſuch tyrans, 
-bur they could not ſee where it should begin , never-

E, Yea, I heare then that thinges goill, not onelyin 
England ; but that in this matter it ſtands ill enough a- 
mongt you alſo, although you have no Bishops to let 
ſuch miſchiefs break in : but hold this for certaine , that 
the whole heap of papiſts,if they can maſter us? and ir hit 
right , Shall be quicklie a tip toe againſt you : forl have 
latelie ſeen a letter out of the Netherlands, to one of 
our papiſts, which earneſtlie ſtirreth ours up, to uſe all 
meanes poſlible, to become maſters, and to advance 
pope EY them thar they with the helpe of Eng- 
land should be here ſtrong enough to make them ſelves 
maſters both of land and Religion;therfore their break- 
ing in, groweth, andincreaſe o ſuchis nor to be ſlight-

ſide down in the commoa weal allo. 


N. How underſtand you that, together with the Poli- 
rikes, 1think nocthat the Bishops had alſo the careof WW, 
worldly matters.

E, How!haveyou not known that?O yes,the Bishops WW: 


have had nor onely ecclefiaſticall, bur Civill offices alſo, 
& have been alſo privy-counſellers, Treaſurers, Keepers 
of the great Seal, and Iknow not what ; therefore they 
have been a member of the Parliament in rhe upper | 
houſe: yeathey have ſpent the moſt part of their timein 
polirick affairs,an4 had ſo far ingroffed them, that ſcarce I,

E. Inno wiſe; for Kings are limited byilaws, fo thar 
they can make nonew laws , nor lay-atly impofitions on 
their ſubjects, nor go to war with any, without the con- 
ſent of the Parliament, els the inhabitants are not boand 
thereunts ; yea they are lyable to punishment, it they 
Py any impoſitions or ſubſidies tothe king upon his par- 
ticuler order , or will; and thoſe that connfil the King 
therunto, or aſſiſt him therin, are guilty of Fn. 

N. Whats the Parliament, under which the King 
ſtands alfo ? 

E. Itis the higheſt afſemblie of the Kingdome, which 
conſifteth of rheKing, Dukes, Earles, Barrons, Bishops, & 
the Commons, which is two perſons out of every hire, 
and chieſ citie,deputed with abſolute power, that toge- 
ther they might redrefle the enormities ofthe kingdom 
according to the lawes, andto ordeyne new laws and 
impoſitions to the advantage of the King or kingdome, 
without any compulſion of votes ; which afſembly is ga- 


thered and diflolved by the King. 
ered and diflolved by g 2 Wh 
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: N. That is aftately and powerfull afſembly , if they 
underſtand themſelves, and of great might, toredreſſe 
the greateſt abuſes,and to aſſiſt the King with great ſums 
of mony. lt were to be wished , that we had ſometime 
alſo ſuch Parliaments,as in former times the afſerablie of 

_ theſtates generall uſed ro be, before that there was a 
Parliament companie of ſtates generall fer up; thereby 
might great abuſes amongſt us alſobe reformed, under 
whichnow, 'tis tobe feared, we shall finck, But have 
the great ones liked this Parliament ? 

E. That you may eaſfilie imagine, O no; the Arch- 
Bishop, and all Courtiers, and thoſe that were in favour 
with the King , have alwayes withſtood ir, many yeares, 
delayed it,or whenict was aſſembl<d, and that ic began to 
touchthe ſoars,and to ſearch out the bad practiſes ofthe 

reat ones , then knew they how to order the King, that 

| he trom time to time hath cauſed theParliament to break 

up:and now the laſt time in May 1 640. not withſtanding 

chat the King and ſtate was in an exceeding great diſtra- 

ion, by reaſon of great ſtirs, that were ia allplacesof 
the kingdome, | | 

N. I hearit well, there is much-adoe in allplaces; it 
goes ſo with us alſo, that they that know how to make 
themſelves maſters intheProvinces, they hinder as much 
as they can»thar the ftates may not come together, or 
when they are together, they ſer one city againſtthe o- 
ther, caſting many things in amongſt the members, that 
ſo they might not underſtand one another; and ſo depart 
a funder without effeing any thing, ro the higheſt dil- 
commodity, burchen,trouble, dishonour;aud ſpoilof the. 
Provinces , and unſpeakable diſavantage of many thatir 
concerneth, that can procure noexpedition from rhe ta- 
ble, which in the end (ifthe members be not wiſe toun- 


derftand one an other to uſe their own treedome , with- 
: out 
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out depending upontheſe or any)will bring all into con- 
tufion,as you ſaidit was in your three kingdomes. Buttel 
me what were the ſtirs that were inall places of the kitig- 
domes ? 

E. Unmeaſurcable great,and dangerous ; for Scot- 
land was in arms, we had aleager inthe ficld onthe fron- 
tiers of Scotland, the King was ſet on to fall upon the 
Scots,and they praiſed daily to ſet the two Kingdoms 
together by the ears. 

N. But tel me (pray )whence proceeded this diſunion? 
for the two Kingdomes have one King, one Religion, 
and havetill this time lived in peace;what hath broughc 
forth this diſquiet ? 

'F, This diſanion hath been a long time in breeding 
by the Bilhops and Papiſts,whoſe deſigne was not onely 
the changing of Religion in England, bur alſoin Scot- 
land, yea to thruſt inall their ſuperſtitions into Scotland 
firſt, as being the weaker nation» and from thence into 
England; to whichend they have (by lictle and lirele) 
thruſt in Bishops there againſt the minde of the King- 
dome, which they firſt pretended should but ſerve to 
keep good order in the Church; withont having ſuch au- 
thoritie over the church , and Eccleliaſticall perſons,as 
in England;but growing by little and liccle in authoritie, 
& power,ſo 't was,that they indeavoured alwaiesto have 
as great authoritie in Scotlandas in England, wherein 
they were heartened by the Biſhop of Canterbury, and 
(through his advice) by the King alſo, andinthe end ſet 
on work to thruſt in the Service-book (that is the Li- 
thurgie) of England into the church of Scotland , aug- 
mented with many additions, ſome openly,and ſome co- 


vertly oppoſing the reformedReligion, together with all 


thoſe former papiſbCzremonies that were before in Eng 
| E an

land which fiſt of all "___ tobe ſetonwork when the 
King was in Scotland to be crowned. 

N, How have the Scots behaved themſelyes therein? 
torthey have been alwayes famouſed for great Prote. 
ftants,andlovers of the puritie of worshipsful of courage 
to mainteyn rhe liberties of the Kingdome againſt all 
oppoſers, 

E. The Scots ſoſoon as they were aware of theſe no- 
velties,and that they were propounded by the king him- 
ſelt in their Parliament, ſo to thruft in ſome beginning 
thereof into Sco:land,then have all the gentrie and bur- 
geſſes cried it down in the preſence of the King , and 
perſiſted therein, notwithftanding thatthe King took it 
very diſcourteouſly and manifeſted the ſame by his ſud- 
dain diſcontented departure out of the Kingdome,com- 
manding his Counſellro thruſt in ſuch church orders as 
he had given them in charge, by authority. 

N. Durſt the Kiogs counſell attemypr ſach a thing, 
againſt the mind2 of ; gentrie,and Commons;forthey 
might well fear , thatthey were lefſe ableto bring ſucha 
thing co paſſe, and now againſt the reſolution of S; Par- 
liament, which the King himſelf could not accomplish, 

E. The councill was exceedingly animated by the 
King,and ſpecially by the Bishops,as well of Scotlandas 
of England, to go forward courageouſly herein , notto 

_ tear;with promiſe of affiſtance, and punishmentupon all 
thoſe thar should refuſe ; where upon the Councill with 
the adviſe of the Bishops of Scotland, and commandof 

the Arch-Bishop of Canterbury , did augment the Ser- 
vice-book of England, and mingledit witha great deal 
more poiſon than in England which together with the 
five ceremoniesof England they decreed to thruſt into 
the church by publike Proclamation , declaring thoſe 
preachers to be fallen from their obedience that should 
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oppoſe it, and ſeverely to punish all ſuch inhabitanrs, 
that would not ſubject themſelves to theſe inſtitutions. 

N, This was a bould attempt; but what was the ifſue> 

E, Preſently thereupon it came to paſſe, that a great 
number of Comiteesour of the church and ſtate addreſ- 
ſed themſelves ro the high Counfil,and divers times de- 
fired,thatſuchareſolution might nor goforth, but that 
they would leavethe church and church-men to their 
antient cultoms, without thruſting in of novelties;other- 
wayes the whole kingdome was prepared to come into a 
great uprore, which exceedingly diftrafted the Counfil; 
but being ſet on by the Bishops, they went forward , to 
the great diſcontent ofthe Comittees, and their chiefs; 
whereupon the om , the particular Magiſtrates, and 
the Ecclefiaſticks, began to bethink themſelves of fome 
means to refift chis evill;and tothisend reſolved to bind 
| themſelves by oath to maintein ( with their eſtates and 
lives) that old Covenant, concerning the maintenance 
ofReligion , forme of doCtrine , and goverment, asit 
hath been alwayes maintained in Scotland. Which Co- 
venant was confirmed and ſubſcribed by all the inbabi- 
tantsof Scotland,excepr thoſe that were papiſts,or held 
with the Biſhops faCtion. 

N. That was a faſt Bond, and exceeding fearfull ; for 
by that means the ſtrength of thoſe that would ſtand for 
Religion, againſt the popish inſtitutions , Vid preſently 
appear. But what way could the Counſill togEtther with 
the Bishops take to-mainteyn their reſolution? 

E. They veer nr diftra@ed hereabout;but 
their fury & zeal to the POP Sh inſtitutions, was ſo grear, 
that they would hold firmely this point againſt the whole 
Kingdome:& to this end they perſwaded the King,thax 
his prerogative was ingaged , that he mainteyn his pur- 
oſs uſe all his trengt _ ; yea though he should

compell them thereunto by force of arms , advifing him 
tothis end to inſure all the Caſtels & forts of Scotland, | 
which was in like manner put in practice; inthe mean 
time they in Scotland went forward to thruſt in the Ser- l

vice-book and the five Czremonies depoſing and pu- 
nishing many that were againſt it : ſo that there fell our 
great ſtirs and heavy oppoſitions,in all places; which by 
little and little increaſed more and more, bred great di-

found, that he cauſed arms and amunitionto be ſecretly D 
brought intothe Caſtels where he had his governours. 


N. 1 hear welzthere was a bad fire kindled, which could MW *

E, Oyes;divers did ſeek to diſwade the King ; butgifl 
vain:for either thcy could have no hearing,or els than.

N, How did the King take this? for it ſeemeth much | 
that a Kingdom should berake themſelves to arms,with- I 
out conſeur of their King. t 


E. The Kipg1s herby induced, to take up men againſt 


the Scots;to beſer their havens, to ploclaimtheir me 
pri c 


= 


priſe, and topermit the Duynkerkers to take all "IR... 
had no commiſlion from him ; ſo that Scotland was ex- 
ceedingly diſtreſſed, both by Sea,and Land, which made 
them reſolve, to take in certain forts : to free their ſega 
coaſts, to bring their leagers to the frontiers ofEngland: . 
and ſo to begin a tormall order of war , nor againſt the 
King but againſt his bad Counkſlllers. 

N, So't is often ſeen,that a great fire cometh of ſmall 
ſparks. Theſe were fad beginnings, bur how did the king 
behave himſelfin theſe dangers ? 

E. The king did alſoplace himſelf in order of warre 
through the Counfill of the Bishops , who promiſed ro 
pay his leager out of the contributions of the Clergie-ſo 
I that anEnglish leager was pitcht,which togetherwith che 
king came to the borders of Scotland In the meantime 
proclaiming the Scots tor Rebels, and ſuppreſſors of the 
kings prerogative ; ſo that the two kingdomes ſtood in 
dieet oppoſition, the one againſt the other, yea ſo farre 
that the king made the greateſt part of the Evglish lea- 
ger approach uponthe Scots, who incompaſlingthe En- 
olish, took ſome priſoners and gor their ordonance and 
amunition without blood ſhed; all which they diſchar- 
ged,and ſent to the king, to shew that they intended not 
the dammage of their brethren the English: whereby 
the English gentry have gotten better experience of the 
Scots then others had informed chem, in reportingrhat 
the Scots began this war to enrichthe mſelyes our of the 
revenues of rhe English:whichthen appeared to be con- 
trary ; and was alſo otherwiſe conceived by the English. 

N, You report ſtrange things unto me ; I never read 
in any hiftorie, of ſuch civiltie, in thoſethat were toge- 
ther by the eares, that they should ffreelie diſmiſſe one 
an other ; here hence it alſo appeared that the Scots 


lought not the blood of their brethren , but their own 
EF 3 free- 
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treedome ; which withont doubt mzde the Englishto 
entertaine a good conceipt of the Scots. 
E. Wee have allin generall ſoconceived it, and our 
gentrie began to perceive that ir was but the workeof 
the Bishopstoadorne their chaire ; who knew how won- 
derouſlie to lead on the King, to the deſtruftion of both 
his Kingdoms which hath excited the great ones ro ad- 
viſe the king to make an agreement with Scotland, 
which was alſo performed upon condition that both the 
armies Should be cashiered the Caſtels reſtored into the 
hands of the king , and Synodeand a Parliament afſem- 
bled, abſolutly.toendall differences ; where upon there 
was great joy, &all the former conditions likewiſe per- 
formed on the Scots fide, but not in the leaſt on his Ma- 
jeſties behalf. 
N. This was yet a happy iſſue: but wherin did the king 
hold his word ? 
E. He did exceeding ſlowly cashiere his ſouldiers, 
inſured the Caftels contrary to agreement, tis true he 
conſentedto the Synode but many waies abridged their 
freedom by his Committers , which cauſed great jealou- 
fies, Foralthough the king hath conſented to the de- 
poſing of the Bishops called in hisproclamations againſt 
rhe Preachers , and approved their Covenant : yet 
there was muchdeceipt under it ; for the king did in the 
mean time ſtrengthen himſelfagainſt chat partie as well 
within as without Scotland, shewing all courtifies to the 
Bishops, privily taking in and fortifying certain holds 
where atevery one began tolook about him , to take up 
arms anew, witha purpoſe to come intoEngland tothe 
king,by himto be mainteyned in their freedomes,which 
exceedingly diſtracted the faction in England, and alſo 
the King. 
N, That's eaſy to imagine, forthe King who : the 
ca 


head of the kingdome might eafily conclude, that a ving> 
dome divided could not itand; and therefore it muſt ex- 
ceedingly prick him at the hart, 

E. I may be the King did well fore ſee the danger, 
but he was never himſelf, but alwayes lead by others:and 
therefore they made him believe what they would, per- 
wading him that the Bishops and their adherents alone 
could maintein him againſt the Scots, if the King would 
but let chem alone as hz hath done,whereupon they held 
a kind of a baſtard ynode , where all the inſtitutions of 
the Bishops were approved , to contribute out of the 
means of the Clergie, to the maintainance of the war a- 
gainſt the Scots, which came all toolate. ln the mean 
time the Scots ſeeing rheir leagers in the land , their 
havens blocked up,their trading to fail, &theirkingdom 
in danger of ruine, did reſolve to march into England as 


alſo they happily did, and overcame New-Caſte/, where 


they fortityed themſelves , yet without blood ( excepta 
little inthe conqueſt ) or indammaging any of the inha- 


bitants of England , tothe wonder of the whole English 


nation, 
N. Irtis alſo greatly to be wondred at, that the Scots 


durſt enter bpon ſopopylous a kingdome to come fo far 
out of their own country;bur it is much more tobe won- 
dered at, that they knew how to keep ſuch a ſtri&t order 
intheir leager, that they should do violence to no man, 
which is almoſt unheard of , bur how could this be clee- 
red ? 

E Ourwhole nation is by this coming in of the Scots 
yet more confirmed that they intended not to ſpoil 
England,as the Bishops had accuſed them, but that they 
wereled by Gods Spirit, and intended nothing but their 

own freedome, andthe freedome of England, and the 
maintainance of the purity of Religion, whereby the 
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eyes of ournation were alſo opened to take notice of 
their oppreffion under that inſupportable yoake ofthe 
Biſhops. ; 

N, Were not the English exceeding jealous of this in- 
vaſion, and did they not indeavour by all means to drive 
the Scots out of the Kingdome? 

E, In no wiſe;but (on the contrary) all were glad that e 
ſuch areformed leager was in England, which gave ſome Wl b 
freedome to many thar ſate bowing under the burthen, 
then alſo a great number of the gentrie went untothe 
kingat York, laying open before him the grievances of 
the Kingdomes,andalſoof England, in divers notorious 
inſtances, deſiring that the Scots and they might haye 
ſatisfaCtion , and thattothis enda Parliament might be 
called, whichthe king alſo granted, whereupon the Bi- 
shops preſently ſeat their agents through the whole 
Kingdomes to many hundreds, to procure Burgeſles to 
theirown minds, by them to hinder all their former pro- 
ceedings , and to procure means tofall upon the Scots: 
which they knew how tocffect by the Earle of Straf- 
tord inIreland, where the Varliament had granted many 
men and divers ſubſidies againſt the Scots, that ſo they 
might co purpoſe bring under the Scots anU the purity MW n 


ot Religion. ti 

N. You report ſtrange things. The Bishops faction il , 
did well perceive that it should now come tothe point, Vi 
and therfore they took ſuch pains to get men after their R 
own mindes 1n the Parliament, bur did they effect it. tl 

E Innowiſe; although they made uſe of the king = 
himſelfrodefire (in many places)rhat ſuch & ſuch might IM 
be choſen, bur the inhabitants would not ſuffer them- Y 


ſelves to be ſo over reached;bur as the eleion of Parlia- 
ment men is in the power of the commons , ſo havethey 


choſen none>but ſuch as with whom they knew _— 
al 


andthe liberty of the land to b higheſt eſtimation, 
and went with abſolute power as their Deputies, ſo that 
the Parliament being independent in her reſolutions, 
and having power out of her own head , to make and 
alterlawes, to appoint impoſitions as great and as ma- 
ny as it will , therefore every good man was carefull to 
ſend conſcionable and couragious men , that could not 
ealilie be overcome, - either by deceiptsor promiſes ; 
but goe reſolved , to ſuffer all thinges rather than to 
yeeld to any thing thax,shall be to the leaſt damage 
ofthe Inhabitants , as ordinarily divers Parliament men 


at the diſſolving of the Parliament have beene by the 


King ſet inthe Tower, becauſe they durſt with ſuch li- 


bertie reſiſt him in the Parliament, to the advantage of

N. That is a great priviledge of the inhabitants of 
England, that all free - borne doe chuſe and appoint 
tothe higheſt aſſemblie, there can be no cup prepared 
that can corrupt ſo many thouſand men, the commons 
are ordinarily good , all the corruption is about the 
head, and the great ones, who to get into places and 
offices carry themſelves a loft, an they are no ſfoo- 
ner come upon the cusheon,but preſently they are Poli- 
ticks, though-they were never ſo good Patriots before; 
which we have alſo had experience of in our popular go- 
verment;Many ſolong as they are citizens,are lovers of 
Religion and Libertie: Butſo ſoone as they come into 
the counfill houſe, then obſerye they preſently how the 
windeblowes, and ſuffer themſelves to be miſfle led by 
ſome great, ones that, beare ſway in all aſſemblies , and 
begin to be enemies to.Religion , and helpe to ſuppreſle

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and their fat offices : yeait goes fo groffe in this poinr, 
that 'tis to be feared, that the Commons $hall one time 
orother go to pot;oh,that there might be once amongſt 
us alſo, a general Parliament aſſembled, for the redreſſe 
of thatgreat declining amongſt us! and that the gover. ; 
nours themſelves (t hough upon their Oath, and for all s 
thoſe advantages which they reape by the goverment) 4 
would take care to maintein ourdear bought freedome, 

and watch to the furtherance of the proſperity and wel- 

fare of their citizens: then should rhe, lords have honorr 
love and all things from their ſubjes who with great 

affection are taken up with all thoſe lords which shew 

themſelves good Patriots. 

E.Yea, have you alſo flatterers amongſt you?l thought 
that all Netherlanders were free born, & that the blood 
of their forefathers was in their veins, who did not fear 
the mighty king of Spain ,but adventured their livesand 
eſtates for their Iiberty and would not be fl aves to theſe 
or any, Whom hath any man need to tear amongſt you?

N, You ſpeak with underſtanding congerning out 
goverment;and no man needeth to be aſlave, if every 
one were content with his own, and were uot'too amb!- 
tious ; but there are many who(tor an office;or to remain 
ou the Cushion)fearnor mnch trodamme their ſouls,and 
to ruine their coumrie, & togive away all to ſome great 
ones,to make the cities Amen-ſayers, and the proyinces 
ſaves, tharby their means they may «Fe@rhat which 
the timeall roo ſoon(as is ts be a d) shal rmranifeſt, but 
wedigrefle from vur purpoſe, tell me thea'how:had 
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the Parliament its beginning , and how allthings won 
there. ; 

E, The Parliament by Gods wonderfull direQion , a- 
gainſt the wil ofallthe great ones, are come together, & 
after that the Scots had Shewen the end of their falling 
into England, that it was not ontof any covertous defire 
eitherot the goods or bloods of the English nation, but 
only out of an vprighe defire and loye to their own free- 


dom , and the freedoms of their loving and affeCtionate* 


Brethreninthe Kingdome of England, then bave they 
preſently more exactly underſtood one an other,and the 
Parliament began more narrowly to confiderthe difor- 
ders of their own ftate. 

N;, So wasthere then preſently concluded a brother 
hood between rhe English and the Scots ? O wonderfull 
work of God ! that knew. how fo ſuddainly to remove 
that difperſed jealovfic;and touſe fo ſmall a nation; (but 
full of courage and religion) to open the eyes of the 
mighty Kingdome of England, to affe& their own free- 
domes. Bur how did the, Parliament then farther pro- 
ceede? 

E. That would be too much to relate but we will only 
point at ſome principallchipgs? They have firſt inquired 
what were the inormities of the Kingdom,and who were 


ruption;that in rhe whole Kingdom(eitherin the church 
or common weal) there was ſcarce atiy thing ſound, and 
all occafioned principally by the Bishops , and ſome 
E(þaniolized English about the king, as it was manifeſted 
tothe Parliament daily by an overflood ofrequeſts,and 
preevanccs of the inhabitants, out of all quarters ofthe 
Kingdom , wirh the ſubſcriptions of many thouſands of 
n.co ,exhonting them toremove the evill, and Authors 
thereof, 
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the cauſes thereof, and they found ſuch a maſſe of cor- 
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. N. We may ſee that the boil wasripe; forthe launce 
no ſooner came neerit, but preſently the matter jſſued 
out. But what were thoſe matters which they found 
out ? 

E. Concerning the church matters and the exothi- 
tances thereof, I have noted them before; there was a 


generall crye againſt them, all calling for the depoſing 


of the Bishops, and the rooting out of their Hierarchie: 
whereupon preſently there aroſe a-great adoe,anloppo- 
ſition of the whole Epiſcopall faCtion, eſpecially in the 
Higher-houſe , where they about fowerand twenty or 
more are members, and alſo all the Papish lords of the 
Vpper-houſe which were alſo 24. or more , which con- 
ſtantly held withthe Bishops ,, whence men may eaſily 
Judge what correſpondence the Bishops have had with 
che Papiſts, who ought by the form of their office tohave 
been ſo far ſeperated from them, as light and darkneſſe, 
Chriſt and Belial: ſo that whatſoever was concludeda. 
gainſt them or their popely inſtitutions in the Lower, 
houſe , was preſently oppoſed in the Vpper-houſe ; fo 
that there conld be-no proceeding,, till by degrees di- 
vers matters were diſcovered, whereby now theſe Bi. 
Shops are in the Tower, and at laſt the Arch- Bi>hop al- 
ſo for divers heavy, accuſations which the Scots, brought 
10 againſt him , by whoſe abſence the good Lords of the 
Parliament procured now one, andthen ano. her good 
reſolution, tothe hinderance of. many forts of newly ap- 
x ointed inſtitutions. | 


N. Theſe are great beginniftgs-.of Reformation, it 
is wonder thatthe Biſhops have not (as-it begantobe 
thought of them) iacited the king (with whom they 
_ areatalltirges converſant ) to diffolve the Parliament 
4 as other Nyhrods have done in the like caſe, 
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E. That was 009 ge forthe Parliament being £& 

fired to graunt the King certain ſubſidies, have graun- 
ted the ſame upon this condition, that the King should 
paſſe an At,- thathe shonld nor diſſolve rhem- bur by 
conſent of both houſes, which he hath ſubſcribed ; be- 
fide there were many thouſands of apprentices ſtood up 
in London to defend the Parliament , deficing that the 
Arch-Bishop and other bad inſtruments might be puni- 
$h-d, ſo that theParliament could not be difſolved, eſpe- 
cially ſeeing the Parliament men had boundthemlſelves 
toeach other by oath , not to depart till all things were 
redreſſed. 

N, Thereio hath the King yet manifeſted aninclina- 
tion to reformation, in-that he 2ath graunted the Parlia- 
ment ſuch anact. _ | 

E, The King perceived well in what hatred all his fer- 
vants that were about him were , by reaſon wherof many 
through an evill. conſcience fled to France, or the Ne- 
therlands,ſo thatthe King without the Parliament could 
not have quiered. the people, andtherefore he was ne- 
ceſlitated ro agree to it,hoping (through his authority, 
& thoſe perſons. which he had in the houſes) to bring all 


yet to his own minde: byt the King was too great a Pa- 


tron of all the maljgnaots,which he ſoughtto ſave, that 
made tha members more and more to ſtrengthen them- 
ſelyes agaivſt the King, toreſiſt himtherein: whereupon 
the King pur onthe toxes skin,difſembling,andabando- 
aing many perſons;yea did paſſe an Act thatthe Bishops 
should-fit no more in theHigher houſe, which gave great 
content, and hadthe kjag letr all-his bad-ſervanrs , and 
joyned himſelf with the Parliament , there bad never 
bin a more mighty king in England then this, 

N. Lamalſo of that opinion, but do we not ſee or- 


dinarily , that the ſervants of Kings and Princes, abuſe 
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44 
their maſters,wich calumnies and lyes againſt the beſt to 


diſplace them, andthenalone toabuſe the ear of Princes 
to their own ends, 'Hot careing whither their maſters be 
beloved or hated, if they can but be great with them, aad 
by their power work buttheir own paſſions againſt o« 
thers. It goeth alwayes ſo amongſt us alſo, that the ſer- 
vants that are moſt about our Prince in all places where 
they have authority , bring in drunkards , and novices : 
thruſting out the antient, honorable, beloved,grave gen. 
tlemen, tothe great diſtaſt, and offence ofthe Comy- 
nalty and thar by falſe reports brought to his Highneſſe 
againſt them , whounwitringly , and without his faultis 
therby ill thought of in all places,as if he where a patron 
of ſuch vile perſons, 'which we muſt notwithſtanding 
judge to be far from his princelike diſpoſition. But reli 
me , what is there more fallenour in the Parliament? 
E. Continual Requeſts of the inhabitants, falofcom- 
plaints againſt the Kings Courtiers,concerningthe great 
oppreſſion which they have uſed overthe people in Mo- 
wpotics andunjuſtimpoſitions,whereby they havedrawn 
millions from the comunalty,part for the King, bat moſt 
for themſelves, wherot many that fate in the Parliament 
are found guilty, which were preſently put outof their 
commiſſions, and places , as well inthe Higher asthe 
Lower houſe; whereby the Parliament was more and 
more refined;which being difanulled,and declaredtobe 
unlawtull ro the great content ofthe common alty, who 
tiereby have gotten more affeRion to the Parliament, 
and given themthe more incouragement,to/proceedin 
the Reformation: ſothat they themſelves have cauſed 
the Earl of Straffo:d tobe apprehended, made his proces, 
and proved that he had brooght the King to many bad 
cmerprites made him break his covenant withrheScots, 


thou- 


tyrannized over the Irish, as wasdaily confiemed'bya | 
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thouſand abominable inftances 'out of Ireland: held the 
Dominion for himſclt, compelled the Parliameur of Ire- 
land, to graunt great ſummes of money and men to im- 
ploy againſt the Scors,and other criminall cauſes more, 
tor which they have (wich ap enforced conſent from the 
king who would willingly have ſaved him)beheaded him, 
and ſo made him an exawple , whereupon yet more that 
were allo guilty are fled. | 

N. This was a great reſolucion of the Parliament, and 
Iwonderexcecdingly, bow they could bring the Kiag to 
conſent unto that, ſeeing 1 have alwaies underſtood, that 
he was one of the principalleſt inſtruments, by whomthe 
King hath brought our his deſignes hayiug promiſed to 
majntein him. 

E, The King hath done much for him., taking all his 
ouiltineſſes upon himſelf, 8 by practiſes hath ſought to 
get him,out of the Tower: bur the ſtream was tao great 
againſt him, as wel oftheParliamet who manifeſted un- 
to the King by many learned lawyers,that he was worthy 
of death , asalſo of the people that; by farce would have 


him out of the way: ſo that the King muſt (alrhough ex- 


ceedingly conſtrained )conſent thereumo;; but hedid 
uot ſubſcribe the ſeatence himſelt, but cauſed it to be 
done by others, a:

ment did exceedingly preſſe it forward to hinder, her, 
that she Should not go to Spain,from whence she was ſo. 
licited by many Ambaſſadours, one afteran other; but to
